“He told us at some length of his 
present work in regard to procedure in 
civil and criminal courts, which really 
amounts to a revision or a creation of 
a judicial system. It was most interest- 
ing. I fancied it was a pleasure to him 
to tell us of the provisions he wished 
to include, because he knew we would 
see the advantage of these provisions, 
and even that they were essential to 
any perfect judicial system. 


Work Laid Oat for Son. 
“He gpoke of the mass of authorities 


to which we could go for guidance, and 
with ‘ailook really pathetic, said: ‘In 
China we have nothing, nothing like 
that.’ He also said: ‘I shall not wholly 
succeed. I hope to do something, and 
semeone some time will do more.’ He 
responded with the universal father- 
pride to my suggestion that his son, 
who was an interesting listener to the 
conversation, would carry on the work 
pegun by him. 

“Mr. Wu spoke with great fervor of 
the harsh, and, !n some instances, in- 
excusable, enforcement of the Ameri- 
can exclusion laws. ‘There is much feel- 
ing among our educated Christian Chi- 
nese on this subject, Several, who are 


-} graduates of the Pékin University and 
-|ppeak Engiish well, have said to me: 


“-We cannot understand the course 
of -your Government; we know America 
is the friend of China. We do not won- 
der that you exclude the coolie. We 
would not complain of that, because ne 
cannot read, but why exclude others? 
They have great respect for President 


Roosevelt.’

“As we rose to go i lifted my cup 
cf tea, which was untasted, and astili 
covered, and proposed that we drink to 
the success of China's reformed judi- 
clary, when to my amazement I saw his 
cup contained only hot water. His ex- 
planation was most surprising to me. 
‘lS am on Mrs. Henderson's diet; I eat 
cnly what she told me, and I drink no 
wine or even tea.’ It almost took my 
breath away. I recalled a reception in 
Washington when he ‘had badgered me 
quite a little because I did not respond 
in wine to his extravagant praise of 
women lawyers. So we drank together 
—he with hot water and I with tea—to 
Washington memories and the Chinese 
judiciary.

“I am not at liberty to give the name 
of the emissary,”’ said J. K. Codding, 
attorney for the union, “but he is a 


White Houec." 

The temperance unton claims that the 
Treasury Department, by a certain rul- 
ing, has thrown a big obstacle in the 
way of law enforcement in Kansas. 
President Roosevelt ig a aticker for law, 
enforcement of every kind everywhere, 
and the union wants him to show his 
hand in favor of that policy in prohtbi- 
tion in Kansas. It will ask him to or- 
der the Secretary of the Treasury to 
revoke the objectionable order. 

“Some years ago,’ said Mr. Codding, 
“the Secretary of the Treasury issued 
an order prohibiting internal revenue 
collectors from making publie the ap- 
plications for Government licenses. The 
only record that is available to the 
public at the collector's office et Leav- 
enworth shows only the names and 
towns where holders of liquor licenses 
reside. The application gives the street 
and number. That is the information we 


want. 





Hard to Get Evidence. ;

As long ae it stands the 
information eontained in the application 
for a liquor Hcense cannot be secured 
anyway. The United States Supreme 
Court has held that an internal revenue 
collecior eannot be compelled to testify 
as to what the records of the office 
show.

Now we can burn that co@l 
into electricity at the mine and convey 
it by wire at less than half the cost 
of the freightage of coal. 

“So, in years to come, the great elec- 
tric power plants will be set up in the 
coal field. Electric power will largely 
do. away with steam power. Electric 
light will become cheaper than gas- 
light. 

‘T believe firmly that all great trunk 
lines will go to electricity inside of 15 
years. I don’t mean simply passenger 
traffic, but heavy freight, also. Within 
20 years steam will be as out of fash- 
ion for railways as horses for street 
cars today.” 

Mr. Edison threw back his broad 
shoulders and clasped his hands behind 
his head, tilting back his chair and 
crossing his legs. He looked at the cell- 
ing intently ahd a curious smile came 
over his splendid countenance. 

“It's curious to see how long it takes 
men to get in motion when anything 
new turns up,’ he said. ‘“‘And it does 
not seem to*’make much difference how 
complete the thing or how obvious it 
There is the new electric locomo- 
tive, which has been built for the New 
York Central Railroad.

Well, Henry Villard (great banker 
and former president of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad Co.) came over to 
visit me, and I shewed him the rail- 


way. 

“] explained its advantage over the 
horse car system. It was better from 
every point of view. I offered to sell 
that electric railway and my patents 
and rights of every kind for the 
amount it had cost me to produce it— 
just $42,000. 

“Mr. Villard got a lot of capitalists 
together, some of the brainiest and 
most experienced men in Wall street, 
and I oxpainee the thing to them and 
they talked it all over carefully and 
very solemnly, and then, what do you 
think? They refused to*touch it in 
any shape or form on the _ ground 
that there was nothing in the idea of 
an electric rallway—absolutely no fu- 
ture for it.”

‘There are nillions of horsepower to 
be picked up in the waters of the Unit- 
ed States for practically a song. It is 
one of the world r greatest opportuni- 
ties, this chance tu convert water-power 
into electricity and distribute it to the 
points where it is needed, 

“When you come to think that one- 
horsepower is equal] to 25 men, and that 
water power changed into electrical ¢n- 
ergy is practically erpetual—the in-

t ied to the juncture of certain 
metais—bismuth and antimony, for in- 
stance—will do it. 

“Last summer we rigged up a little 
experiment here, and, by applying the 

t of a small oil lamp to the juncture 
of metals, we got sufficient power to 
run an electric fan, 

“But all the discoveries so far have 
failed to give us the secret we are look- 
ing for. We need a process yery sim- 

le and inexpensive, that will save the 

5 per cent. of lost power, 

“Tt will come, I am confident of that. 
There are about 300,000 scientific men at 
work in the world, digging out, testing, 
analyzing. What the world needs are not 
facts so much as co-relators. We want 
men who can bring facts together, com- 
pare them and work out the law. We 
want men like that wonderful Russian 
ehemist, Mendeleeff, the author of a 
periodic system of chemistry, who de- 
duced from co-related facts three un- 
known metals, which we have today, 
explaining everything about them, their 
salts and sulphides, their weight, struc- 
ture and melting point. 

“Some day the great discovery will 
be made. A man éwill discover one 
fact in one part of the world, and 

resently a lot of men will be work-

UNDER WHICH SUIT 1S BROUGHT 


The suit of the Missouri-Ilinois Coal Co. against the Illinois Cen- 
tral is based on Section 2 of the Illinois statute against discriminatiou 
It is as follows: 

“AGAINST DISCRIMINATION.” 

“If any such railroad corporation aforesaid shall make any unjust 
discrimination in its rates or charges of toll, or compensation for the 
transportation of passengers or freight of any description, or for the 
use and transportation of any railroad car upon its said road or upon 
any of the banches théreof, or upon any of the railroads connected 
therewith, which it has the right, license or permission to operate, 
contro) or use, within this State, the same shal] be deemed guilty of 
having violated the provisions of this act and upon conviction thereof 
shall be dealt with as hereinafter provided.—Section 125, Revised Stat- 
utes of Iilinois.”

Stumble on Money Question. 


It was very soon recognized by the 
powers that reform of Macedonia was 
imcsos#®ble without international finan- 
cial control, and early this year a 
stheme was put forward providing that 
the revenues of the three vilayets o7 
Macedonia should be paid into the 
brancnes of the Ottoman Bank at Sal- 
onika, Uskub and -Monastir, which 
would make the necessary payments for 
administrative purposes. The pronosal 
also provided for the appointment of 
six financial inspectors, and for the 
aporoval of the six powers for every 
expenditure. 

The Sultan thereupon began his usual 
system of fencing. and putting off the 
execution of the scheme. First he elab- 
orated a scheme of reform of his own. 
He suggested increasing the customs du- 
ties and specifying money thus provided , 
for the regular payment of official sal- 
aries and other administrative expenses.

While waiting his reply to this note 
the powers appointed the six members 
ves ve tyr eg" wae The Sultan d4ie~- 
valifie e ussian agent by ~ 
ferring a decoration. - | apa 
Another month elapsed. In October the 
Sultan definitely declined to recognize 
the financial agents. The Powers, re- 
plied the Sultan, must accept their 
scheme, and notify the Porte that the 
agents had arrived at Salonika, and 
would proceed with their task. 
The only reply the Sultan vouchsafed 
to this—after a week's delay—was to 
reiterate his refusal. The deadlock con- 
tinued a fortnight, and, finally, the Am- 
bassadors made a demand for a collec- 
tive audience with the Sultan.

Angels joined in the advent of Christ 
with solo and choral song as He left 
the bosom of the Father to become the 
child of Mary in the manger at Beth- 
lehem. This festival is still the most 
joyous feast of the Church. It makes 
childhood more beautiful and glorious, 
and it lightens the burdens of age and 
sorrow with its tender memories and its

PANAMA, Dec. 9.—This young re- 
puplic is on the verge of an immense 
popular revolution. No human power 
can avert the uprising, but the action of 
the United States Government will de- 
termine whether the present administra- 
tion is to be peacefully voted into de- 
feat or whether tts existence is to be 
decided by one of those whirlwinds of 
murder, rapine and loot which in this 
and other Spanish-American countries 
are gently called revolutions. 

The national crisis which will 
faced at the coming elections will be 
most serious in the short history of 
republic. There is no doubt in the 
minds of the political leaders of the 
country and of the Americans familiar 
with iis national affairs that the future 
existence of the country is threatened. 
Many believe that the disorders will be 
so widespread and party bitterness so 
great that the United States to protect 
its immense interests in the Canal 
Zone, will either annex or assume a pro- 
tectorate over the entire country, and 
the ‘“‘Republica de Panama” will hence- 
forth be merely a memory.

T ITH the City Council, acting 
7 upon a resolution prepared by 

City Solicitor Wm. H. Brem- 
ner and intreduced by Alderman Whit- 
ney, providing that the street railway 
company within thirty days tear up its 
hundred miles of tracks and raze its 
poles to the ground and cease opera- 
tions, Des Moines is experiencing the 
most strenuously fought legal and 
municipal battle in its history. 

Property to the value of more than a 
million dollars is at stake. The matter 
is now dragging through the courts, 
with its final adjudication still far dis- 
tant. 

In the meantime, the city of 85,000 in- 
habitants is confronted by the probabil- 
ity of having to walk in a short time. 

Arrayed against each other in this | 
battle royal are two men—One young, | 
the agher old, one a public official, the | 
other president of a-great corporation, | 
which for forty vears had done business | 
unhampered. 


Power Behind the Throne. 


William H. Bremner, commonly 
known as “‘Billy’’ Bremner, the City So- 
licitor of Des Moines, is the power be- 
hind the throne which is responsible 
for the determined action of the City 
Council. He forced the County Attor- 
ney to enter into the fight and is now 
prosecuting the case against the Des 
Moines Street Railway Co. in the Dis- 
trict Court. 

Jefferson S. Polk is the president of 
the corporation, which Mr. Bremner 
claims has no rights upon the streets 
of the city. Mr. Polk is over 70 years 
of age, and, for 40 years, has been at 
the head of the constantly growing city 
railway, which now extends, along in- 
terurban lines, from Des Moines to a 








half dozen nearby towns, radiating a 
distance of 25 miles. 
It is a determined fight, in which the 


younger man \js actuated by a sense of 


; duty to the. ptblic, and the older man 


is struggling to protect and preserve 
the million-dollar property which he has 
spent a lifetime in acquiring. 


A Formidable Civic Movement. 

Aligned with Mr. Bremner are many 
of the leading lawyers of the city and 
most of the leading citizens, band-d to- 
gether into a Civic League, at the head 
of which is Robert Fullerton, who last 
year was stationed at St. Louis as dis- 
burser of the $5,000,000 appropriated by 
the United States Government !n aid of 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition. 
These men are determined that if Mr. 
Polk’s railroad remains upon the streets 
of Des Moines it shall pay well for the 
privilege. 

That the street railway pays little 
for this right now is discernable quick- 
ly by a glance at the figures. 

The receipts for the year average 
about $300,000. The Street Railway Co. 
pays $14,000 a year tn taxes. The man 
who owns the company has become a

The contract for a. bridge over the 
Santa Maria River was awarded to an 
American, George Jeffreys. Jeffreys, 
who is a factor in the Conservative 
party and is the Bouth American repre- 
sentative of the American Bridge Co., 
receivéd the contract at an exorbitant 
figure. He left West Point Military 
Academy, became a professional revofu- 
tionist, and is the original of the novel 
“Captain Macklin, His Memoirs,” 
though his actual experiences are not 
equal to the exploits of the sprightly 
hero fo the fiction. He holds the office 


| of Lord High Admiral of the Republica 
'de Panama, though the country hasn't 


even a merchant miarine. 

Jeffreys and his associates have a 
force account contract for 10 per cent. 
That means that he receives 10 per cent 
of the cost uf all material, transporta- 
tion, labur and superintendence. The 
greater the difficulties of transportation 
and the more inefficient and slower the 
workmen, the greater will be the profit 
to the contractor. Force account con- 
trac's are seldom awarded in the Unit- 
ed Statea. 


More Graft for Contractors. 


Not satisfied with this gift, the Gov- 
ernment leaders decided, against the 
protests Of the chief engineer, but en- 
couraged by the contractor, te change 
the site of the bridge to a spot where 
the land is lower and more swampy. 
For the new site, 16 additional 70-foot 
steel epans are needed. The coast of 
transporting these spans by barge and 
ox carts into the Interior will be enor- 
mous. Whatever it may be, the ¢on- 
tractor will receive 19 per cent a@ his 
abare, 

A similar contract for a bridge in 
Chepo was awarded to Duque, the lot- 
tery king. He is to receive 12 per cent 








as his share of the Government's ex- 
penditure. 2 

One of the first luxuries of the Gov- 
ernment was to order a new coinage 
of silver from the United States mint 
at Phi.adel hia.

Cattle Lands, Thought to Be 
Desert, Transformed in 
Five Years. 





COBURN’S FIGURES TELL 





Farmers Prosper in Western 
Section Where Desolation 
Once Stalked. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 9.—West- 
ern Kansas, a portion of the country 
that has come for years to be spoken 
of solely as a vast cattle raising terri- 
tory, has been literally transformed 
within the past five years. 

So natural and so gradual has beey 
the change that. has consummation is 
nothing short of marvelous, and the re- 
sults obtained are bound to interest not 
only the farmer and the real estate 
dealer, but the scientist also. 

Inspired by cheap land, splendid cli- 
matic conditions, good water and fine 
railway facilities, hundreds of brainy, 
capable tillers of the soil from all parts 
of the Union went inco this territory a 
few years ago to make homes and for- 
tune. In five vears their efforts have 
shown almost unbelievable results. 

Secretary Coburn of the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, tells of an unusual 
feature in connection with the changed 
conditions. He says that with the ina- 
creased area of crops, there has been 
a steady increase in the rainfall and a 
change in the elimatic conditions: Taose 
changes in the elements unquestionably 
have come with the turning of the land 
from a cattle raising to an agricultura: 
country—a most interesting and a va.- 
uable point that must involve all new 
districts. ;

It 
marks another point in the expansion of 
the farmer, who is graduaiis§ tv. in 
the cattle raiser from the territory he 
has held for many years. _

burn, “have an idea that western Kan- 
sas is not surely productive. ‘the fact 
is that some of the finest wheat lani 
is there, and the land is unsurpassed 
for kaffir corn, cane, barley, etc. The 
climate is apparently changing.’’

HAS BEEN THE NATURAL CONSEQUENCE OF THE PRICE WHICH 
THE DEALER HAS FELT OBLIGED TO PLACE ON HIS NEW GOODS, 
AS AN ADVERTISED PRICE, A MARKED PRICE OR AN ASKING 
PRICE, NOT KNOWING WHAT KIND OF A DEAL HE WAS GETTING 
INTO AND WHAT TIME AND EXPENSE IT WOULD CONSUME? WHY 
A FICTITIOUS OR EXORBITANT PRICE OF COURSE. That is what 
you paid if you were no‘ good at driving a bargain and met a shrewd, 
clever salesman, and, it did not take much time or calling upon you to sell. 
The dealer may have made big profits from you and smg@ll profits from the 
other fellow, though the same piano may have been sold for the same price 
to him, depending entirely upon the allowance for exchange, how able he 
was to convince you and to exaggerate the importance of his bargain and 
‘depreciate the value of your exchange, and also how much calling of can- 
vassers. solicitors, etc., it k to land you. If he was a shrewd dealer 
with good, clever salesmen, and was fortunate enough to secure a large 
proportion of sales like yours, he made money, while on the other hand his 
neighbor less shrewd, trying and oftentimes giving more honest values, 
did not prosper and went out of business. 

You see so often advertised and offered for sale new $325.00 pianos at 
$220.00, $300.00 panos for $210.00 and $600.00 pianos for $400.00, etc. 
Now, how can a merchant, whether a dealer or a manufacturer, sell a new 
piano, or any article worth $325.00 for $220.00? Figure out the logical 
reasoning of it. IT NEVER COULD HAVE BEEN WORTH $325.00 OR 
HE COULD NOT SELL IT FOR $220.00, and is in one of these two posi- 
tions: Of either charging an exorbitant price ($105.00 more than he 
should) before, and he will go back to this exorbitant price as soon as 
the excuse which he has offered for this sale is over and he goes back to 
his usual methods, in which case he stands convicted of not being honest 
in his values and dealings at all times, and of unreliability. -Or, if. it -is 
really a $325.00 piano and should be sold at that price to give honest value 
and. make a reasonable profit and then he makes a cut of one-third and 
makes many sales of this kind, it would mean a loss of $105.00 on each piano 
sold and ‘f he sold ten a day, meaning a loss of $1,050.00 a day, or over 
$360,000.00 a year, which would bankrupt any man in the piano business 
in the United States. This seems to the writer good logic. It all revolves 
itself around the exaggera’ed notion which a dealer has of the value of his 
goods. When he talks of the usual selling price, or what the same sells for 
in another cty, or by another dealer, he means the exaggerated marked 


price which is almost universal in the piano business, and what it occasion- 
ally sells for, it may be ‘rue, if the customer was easy and paid the or- 
dinary ask ng price. This price is also influenced by the expense of the 
method tie dealer tollows in selling pianos, With a large corps of outside 
“PROSPECT HUNTERS,” “SOLICITORS,” “CANVASSERS” (or by what- 
ever name they may be called—they are on deck every Saturday night for 
their pay—just the same), and with no se‘ prices for exchanges, and ex- 
pense of collecting and repossessing a large number of poor sales, which 
come with long prices and small payments, drawn by attractive bargain 
advertising (we speak from experience), his expense must be,great. It is 
an old and well-\nown saying of the greatest advertiser of his time. the 
well-known circus man, P. T. Barnum, that the American people wanted to 
be fooled. While Mr. Barnum was a great and successful man in hs line. 
we prefer to eliminate al] circus methods from our business, as it does not 
harmonize with the piano business.

WASHINGTON, Dec. $.—According to 
a bulletin just issued by the Census 
Bureau, about one hundred and six per- 
sons out of one thousand in the United 
States more than ten years old are un- 
able to write, which is equivalent to 

abcut one in ten. 

Of the native white population only 
furty-six out of every one thousand, or 
fewer than one in twenty, of the for- 
eign born whites, 128 out of every 1000, 
and of the negroes negroes 44 out of 
every 1000 are illiterate. 

International comparisons, restricted 
as far as possible to corresponding 
classes of the population, are on the 


cating that in most European countries 
illiteracy is much more prevalent than 
it is here, although the United States is 
still far behind Germany, Sweden and 
Norway, Denmark and Switzerland. 

There is also ground for satisfaction 
in the statistical evidence that illiteracy 
is steadily being reduced. In 1890 the 
number of illiterates per 1000 was 133 for 
the total population, 62 for the native 
white population, 1% for the foreign 
bern white and & for negroes, Indians 
and Mongolians. 

Females Are Improving. 

The femai2 sex is shown to be more 
illiterate than the male, the filliteracy 
for females being 112 per 1000 and for 
males 101. But the contract is less 
marked than it was in 1890, when the ll- 
literacy for the two sexes was 144 and 
123 respectively. 

In explanation_of the fact that the 
girls have caught up with the boys, it 
is suggested that boys are less sub- 
ject to parental control than girls and 
more prone to play truant, and that 
they are also more frequently required 
to contribute to the family income by 
becoming wage earners when they 
should be in school. 

Commenting on this condition, the 
bulletin says: “Thus the changes 
which are fn progress point to the com- 
ing of a time when females of all ages 
will be less illiterate than the males. 
They also point to the coming of a time 
in the more remote future when illit- 
eracy for all classes will have practi- 
cally disappeared and equality of the 
sexes in this respect will thus be re- 
stored tn a millennium of literacy.” 

City Childrem More Literate. 

In the country the illiteracy among 
children is 89 per thousand; In the city, 
using this term to designate collective- 
ly cities of over 2,000 inhabitants, ff Is 
only 10 per thousand. The contrast is 
least in the North Atlantic States. Ino

Asked for Depew. 
There was tmuch inquiry in the gal- 


leries for Senator Depew. He was p?int- 
ed out probably as often in former open* 
ing days, but it is doubtful if the atten- 
tion now is quite so ploasing to the Sen- 
ator as in other years. It ts often com- 
mented that he has greatly aged of late, 
and the easy air was not so apparent 
as of yore. 

Likewise Senator Platt of New York 
is the subject of frequent comment, re- 
lating largely to his late political renais- 
sance, or resurrection, or whatever it be 
called. Like his colleague, he shows 
age more than ever, despite the renewal 
of his political youth. 


Senator Pettus of Alabama, in his 
85th year, and Senator Morgan, his 
colleague, in his 82d, and irreconcilable 


as ever, are the nestors of the Senate. 
Both are vigorous, hearty, active. Sen- 
ator Morgan’s capacity for work con- 
tinues the wonder and the admiraticen 
of all who know him, and he looks as 
if he still had a goodly supply of canal 
speeches concealed on his person. 

In point of Senatorial service, William 
Bovd Allison of Iowa ts first, not onlv 
in this Congress, but in the history of 
the Senate. He ts serving his sixth con- 
~ secutive term In the Senate, and before 
he became a Senator was four times 
élocted to the House. He is in his 77th 
year. As chairman of the Republican 
Steering Committee he is the nominal 
boas of the Senate, while as chairman of 
the Appropriations Committee he has 
more power of the purse than any other 
man in America. 

Just a few months younger than Alli- 
son, and one of the veterans in service, 
comes Shelby M. Cullom of Illinois. De- 
spite that he entered his 77th year two 
weeks ago, he will be the leader of the 
great fight for rate legislation. 

-Knmot Looms, 

Another man of whom large things are 
expected, and who receives much atten- 
tion, Is Knox of Pennsylvania. A little 
man with a big brain is this new leader 
of the Keystone Republicans. He is one 
of the closest advisers of the President 
in the rate legislation program. Proba- 
bly he is the most potent single factor 
in the quiet effort to bring understand- 
ing and peace between the Administra- 
ion and the railroads by convincing the 
latter that it isn’t worth their while to 
fight. Modestly he wears the mantle 
which Quay handed down to Penrose 
and which the latter, none too willingly, 
turned over, somewhat the worse for 
vevere usage, to his junior col.eague. 
Penrose and Gorman are pointed out 
aS among the mighty who have fallen 
in @siate. The late upheavals in Penn- 
eyivania and Maryland left their status 
sadly disturbed, much as Senators Dick 
and Feraker suffered in radiunce from 
the recent beclouding - the Ohio politi- 
eal sky.

He comes back after six years’ 
retirement, and right well he is pleased | 
to come back, his intimates say. Sen- 
ator Carter went out six years ago a 
poor man, went back to his Montana 
home, traded in coppers, made a snug 
fortune, bought himself a palace in 
Helena, and is back in his senatorial! 
seat again. 

The class of new Senators includes 
some interesting figures. Many of them 
are victors of long and determined leg- 
islative contests, Senator Warner of 
Missour! having been chosen after the 
Republicans of the Legislature, in cau- 
cus, had- actually cast their votes for 
another man, Niedringhaus. Between 
caucus and the joint session a faction 
fignt was sprung, some of Niedringhaus’ 
support dropped him, and he never was 
in sight of election again.

he went to the Pontiac Reformatory he 
was often in trouble of a less serious 
nature. 

The helpless parents felt that, per- 
haps, the reform school would change 
his life, but, in spite of their efforts to 
direct the boy in the right path he has 
continued his lawlessness unti] now, at 
the age of only 16 years, he has a crime 
record of which he is proud, and laughs 
at his prospects of conviction. 


Keeps Details to Himself. 
While he boasts in a general way of 


his robberies and evasion of the police, 
Culp does not confess any details. He 
is far too cunning to tell anything 
which will increase his sentence. 

Earle Dodge, the other leader, while 
no better than Culp, is of another type. 
He is rougher in his manner and can 
stand up before an officer and bluff 
and argue his innocence with such force 
that one not knowing otherwise, would 
believe his story. 

The boy’s mother is heart-broken. A 
few weeks ago, realizing that her son 
was inclined to be in mischief, she 
moved to Mattoon, Ill. in the hopes 
of saving him from evil companions. 
But it did little good. Dodge meade his 
way back to Decatur only to commit 
another crime, and be arrested, Faith- 
ful to him even in his guilt, the moth- 
er visited her son in the jail when she 
learned of his capture. 

The sad meeting seems not to have 
affected the youth. He is as jolly as 
though he had his freedom, and seems 
proud of what he has done. 

The other four boys at first assumed 
the same manner, but they appear to 
have some realization of their position 
and pretest that they have not long 
been law breakers. 

The police say that, while the arrest 
of the six will probably break up the 
gang for a time at least, there are 
others who have been implicated In its 
work.

Cheap 
novel reading seems to have been the 
chief means of winning new members 
to the cause of crime, When the lead- 
ers decided a boy would be a good “pal” 
they took him into thelr novel-reading 
cirele, 

When the last round-up was made by 
the officers Culp, Jones and Stevens 
were caught in the act of entering a

The late Senatur G. G. Vest of 
Missouri was invited to speak be 
fore the Johnson County Court 
at Warrensburg, Mo., by the 
plaintiff!’ who made the assertion 
that his Gog had been killed in 
malice. He made the folowing 
adaress: 

Centiemen of the Jury—The 
best friend a man has in the- 
world may turn against him, and 
become his eneny. The son oF 
daughter that he has reared with 
loving care may prove ungrateful, 
Those who are nearest and dear 
est to us, those whom we trust 
with our happiness and our good 
nanie, may become traitors to our 
cause, The money that a man hag 
he may lose.

The people 
who are prone to fall on thelr 
knees to do us honor when suc 
cess is with us, may be the first 
to throw the stone of malice when - 
failure settles its cloud upon o 
heads.

SUSPENDED FROM CHARGE 
His Public Charges Against 


Fellow-Ministers Brings 
Six Months’ Rest. 


SAYS HE’LL WIN IN END 





Admits His Friends Urge Him 
to Quit Ministry- for 
Politics, 





LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Deo. 9.—In the 
ministry of the M. E. Church South 
but without a charge, Rev. J. 8S. Haw- 
king, late pastor of a Pine Bluff church, 
may enter the senatorial race. 

He has been one of the centers for 
the last three years in one of the most 
extraordinary church scandals in the 
history of Arkansas Methodism, and 
now stands suspended for a period of 
six months for the position he assumed, 
backed, as he confidently declares, by 
ample evidence, 

After a full investigation, however, 
by a conference committee, it wus de- 
cided that he had exceeded his minis- 
terial prerogatives and had slandered 
certain officers and «ministers of the 
church, for which he should suffer the 
penance of six months’ suspension. He 
said today: 

“As to what I shall do in the six 
months of rest period allotted to me I! 
am not as yet ready to speak. How- 
ever, I shall do something to keep bread 
and meat for my wife and babies. 

“I learn of a great number of re- 
ports concerning my future plans, Some 
have said I was going to quit the 
ministry at once and follow something 
else. This report fe without foundation, 
and, as I am by the result of the con- 
ference trial, sil@nced for six months, I 
shali let that rest at least for that 
time. I am a meml of the Little 
Rock conference and ka endeavor in 
the future, as in the past, to bring no 
reproach upon this.great body of our 
Lord’s workers. 

“Several months ago quite a number 


of the very strongest men of the State 
insisted that I should run for the Sen- 
ate against Berry and Davis, and, asa 


I matter of fact, I endeavored at the time 


to get a release from my duties a8 pas- 
tor of the First Church at Pine Bluff to 
make this race. But both my presiding 
elder and bishop insisted that I remain 
at my post of duty, which I did. This 
is enough on this point now 
fii, Story of the Trial. 

“A year and a half ago Bishop Key 
appointed me to First Church, Pine 
Bluff, to fill out the unexpired term of 


Rev. J. M. Hawley, who had died. The 
‘Jim’ Thomas element of the conference 
opposed my being placed there, and pro- 
ceeded to work to prevent it. Failing In 
that they tried to rule me out of the 
place after I had been appointed. Again 
meeting with failure, they tried to pre- 
vent my salary being paid and my hav- 
ing a congregation to preach to. 

“The cause for al) this is that I hap- 
pened to be the man appointed by Bishop 
Hoss as prosecutor of a case when 
James Thomas was tried at the Benton 
conference three years ago. 

“At the end of the year Bishop Key. 
seeing that more than 95 per cent of the 
church ‘was undisturbed, sent me back 
to Pine Bluff. The same old fight was 


on. 

“But the work moved on, nearly one- 
fourth of ‘the entire membership com- 
ing in under my administration.

Lawyers’ Feud in St. Louis Car- 
ried Into New Madrid and 
Dunklin Counties. 





St. Louis attorneys who returned yes 
terday from Kennett, Mo., where they 
were in attendance at the slander suit 
of J. V. Conran of New Madrid agains 
2ertrand F. Fenn of St. Louts, told of 
developments in the trial which brough 
to light the remarkable marriage of 
Mrs. Mal H. Powell, aged 48, now dead 
and Percy L. Bryant, aged 28, formerly 
of St. Louis, now in Los Angeles, Cal. 

Bryant says he became the husband 
of a woman 20 years older than he. 
whom he ‘did not love, solely in orde 
to enable her to gain an advantage ir 
litigation with J. V. Conran. He de- 
clares that his marriage was so muct 
an act of accommodation that he neve 
even até at the same table with hi: 
wife. 

Tt is not until after death has releasec 
him from the marital contract that the 
facts have become known. 

Mrs. Powell was the widow of Jude 
John E. Powell of New Madrid. Whe: 
he died he left her a life estate in h’s 
property, contingent on her remaining 
a widow. In the event of her marriage 
or death everything was to go to thei~ 
two sons, Meade and Chester. The

estate consisted of a town residence | 
and 3500 acres of land, most of which 
has been swamp, but is now being 
drained and is becoming very valuab): 

Some time after the death of her hur 
band, Mrs. Powell retained J. V. Con- 
ran as her attorney.

interest in it. 

Mrs. Powell then removed to S: 
Louis. She had a disagreement with 
Conran and employed Bertrand Fenn a 
her attorney. 

Marriage an Expedient. 

A struggle then began between th: 
two lawyers, which soon developed int: 
a bitter feud. Suits and counter sul! 
were filed and every weapon of the lay 
employed, 

Mrs. Powell claimed that the quitcla{: 
deed had been tampered with. An in 
dictment was returned, but when Cir- 
cult Attorney Sager looked Into the evi- 
dence and examined the deed he de 
cided that there was no case and no!!: 
prossed the charge. 

Mrs. Powell brought sult for $650,00 
against Conran ,alleging that he haw 
Slandered her. Conran countered wit}, 
two suits against Fenn, one asking $506 
damages for malicious prosecution an 
the other $10,000 for slander. He alsc 
obtained writs of attachment in aid o 
both suits, by virtue of which he re 
tained possession of the property. 

In the meantime Fenn had acquired < 
half interest in the property by purchas- 
ing from Meade Powell, after he became 
of age, his share of the prospective 
‘remainder’ of the estate.

M. Schwab, who had been elected pres- 
ident of the United States Steel Corpo- 
ration. Corey also succeeded 
Schwab as chief executive of the lat- 
ter great corporation, with a salary of 
$100,000 per year. 

‘ May Be Worth $30,000,000. 
Corey igs estimated to be worth at 
least $10,000,000, and possibly, three 
times that amount. He, of course, 
shared in the heavy profits of the Car- 
negie Steel Company, and the great 
valuation placed on and paid to the 
stockholders of that company on the 
formation of the United States Steel 
Corporation. In addition he is said to 
have been a heavy buyer of United 
States Steel stock when it touched the 
low point over a year ago. He disposed 
of much of this cheaply bought stock 
at a heavy profit, and his present hold- 
ings have greatly emhanced in value. 
Corey also has been a heavy winner 
from speculations in North Butte Cop- 
per, the Bisbee Copper group and Tono- 
pah extension. He was Once consider- 
ed an unusually substantial man, and 
one whose head was not likely to be 
turned by eliher fame, fortune or wom- 
en.

Mrs, Richard C. Kerens:. This is 
such a delicate matter that it is very 
difficult to speak of it—at least from a 
society standpoint.

She served as a bar maid for 
some years in a hotel at Bordeaux be- 
fore she came to Brussels. About two 
years ago Princess Clementine, the 
King’s only unmarried daughter, met 
this woman in the grounds at Tackken 
and ordered her off, suspecting she was 
here for no good purpose. 

“Il have just as much right to be 
there as you have,’’ was the curt reply. 
An altercation ensued, when the King 
happened to come up and, grasping the 
situation, peremptorily directed his 
daughter to retire to hér apartments. 
Since then father and daughter have

The latest development of this Intrigue 
forms the subject of anxious specula- 
tion. Ii appears that the King hired 
a villa at Ville France, near Nice, for 
this woman and has repeatedly visited 
her and her reputed husband there.

The absence of a direct heir has al- 
ways been a grief to the King since he 
lost hig eldest son, and he would much 
prefer not to see his nephew, Prince Al- 
bert of Flanders, ascend the _ throne. 
The lengths to which family animosity 
carries him, have been shown in his 
ruthless treatment of his own children. 

This extraordinary in’rigue is covert- 
ly referred to in today’s issue of the 
Socialist People, which speaks of a royal 
“off shoot’’ as likely to come between 
the hetr presumptive and the throne. 
The result of such an attempt would 
be either that the monarchy would be 
over hrown and a republic established, 
or Prince Albert would be declared King 
Aespite Teopold’s scheme. .

BERIIN, Dec. 9.—Mlie. Zinaida Smo- 
lianinoff, the beautiful young Russian 


who has been a prominent tigure in the 
most tashionable society here for sev- 
eral years, was sentenced to 15 months 
imprisonment for high treason by the 
Leipzig Imperial Court. 

She came to Berlin with letters of in- 
troduction from prominent persons in 
St. Petersburg, who described her as a 
lady of noble family and the possessor 
of remarkable literary attainments. 

Her manners were gay and fascinat- 
ing, and she captivated most  peopie 
with whom she came in contact. She 
numbered among her friends many offi- 
cers of high rank and state dignitaries. 

Her expenses being obvious.y greater 
than the income which could accrue to 
her from-literary work and she was ar- 
rested on a charge of espionage. 

Her trial was conducted with closed 
doors, but it is known that the evidence 
given clearly showed that she had ob- 
tained possession of important docu- 
ments, which were jealously guarded 
by Germany, and that she had given 
them to a foreign officer acting on be- 
half of a foreign Government.

LD WINDOW GLASS.

made by Dr. J. L. A. Aymard, M. R.

Dr. Aymard describes an experiment 
with the new rage 3 which he him- 
velf undertook at Johannesburg Hos- 
pital. After obtaining a plece of thick 
window-glass, the edges of which were 
ground on an ordinary grindstone, he 
smeared it with carbolic oll, and used 
it on a patient instead of lint. The 
wound, he says, subsequently healed up 
entirely, and will leave no trace of a 
scar. 

Two ovher cases Jr. Aymard has 
treated with watch-glasses, the results 
beine equally Satisfactory. 

‘In addition to the cheapness,’ he 
writes. “the wound can be éxamined 
without disturbing the wrappings.”’

sald Boaz, associates and assigns shall 
tand shall not exceed 100 feet In length.” 

In return for the privilege of using 
the landirig the beneficiaries of the 
franchise are to pay the city a rental 
of $1000 a year. The city may revoke 
the franchise at any time.

spoke eloquently for the preservation 
of the old vessel. 

Acting Mayor Whelton opened the 
meeting by reading a number of letters 
protesting against the recommendation 
of .he secretary, and among the number 
was one from former Secretary of the 
Navy John D. Lodge. 

“| regret very much that I am under 
engagement which prevents my ac- 
ceptance of your kind invitation to me 
to attend and speak at the meeting in 
Faneuil Hall to protest against Secre- 
tary Bonaparte’s suggestion to make a 
target of ‘Old [ronsides’ and destroy 
her in that way. I am sure that on 
reflection and on learning the intense 
feeling of the citizens of Boston, and 
aisuv, | am sure, of the patriotic peopie 
of the whole country, he will modify his 
views. 

“When he made the suggestion, I can- 


not think he was aware of the great 
suinver Ol persons, especially the youn., 
who visit the ship every year and to 
whom it is an inspiring patriotic stimu- 
jus. No time, nor change, nor wear and 
lear can_make it anything to the eye or 
lo the heart than the very same old 
frigate that fought the Guerricre and 
not only won victories, but gave our 
navy its prestige and today embodies 
the pride of the United States jin nava, 
achdevements more than any othe:

Kansas Militia Must Be Patient 
Pending Hed-Tape Pro- 
ceedings,

Were Not Ordered From Uncle 
Sam With Other Sup- 
plies.

TOPEKA, Kan., Dec. 9—There is a 
shortage of overcoats for the Kansas 
National Guard, and no way of getting | 
more. With only 450 overcoats, what ! 
would the State do to protect its 1600; 
guardsmen from the cold this winter, In 
case it should be necessary to call them 
into service? And what will the mem-

bers of the guard do in cold wather | 


when they are obliged to get out at| 
least twice a month to drill, as the law: 
requires? 

The Government-inspection of the con- 
dition of the National Guard reveals the 
fact that only one company in the State 
was provided with overcoats. It secms, 
that in years past, the officers of the 
Quartermaster’s Department have _ or- 
dered guns, ammunition, swords, khaki 
suits and blue blouses, but no overcoats. 


State Money Not Used. 


Just why this was not done is not 
known, for last year the Siate might 
have drawn about $25,000 worth of over- 
coats from the Government, and used 
State money to pay the encampment of 
the Guard. Instead. the 
monty was used to pay for the encamp- 
nent, and the State money was allowed 


‘to ““die’’ and revert to tne treasury. 

And meantime, the books of the de- 

_ariment were getting into such bad 

shape, and reports were being so neg- 
iected that shortly after Gen. J, W. F. 
iiughes took office, the Government 
shut down entirely on issuing supplies 
iO Kansas. Since that time the offi- 
cers of the guard have been trying to 
account for the $7000 shortage in 
equi. ment which had disappeared 
from the record of the office. There 
was nothing crooked about it; the 
Government simply wanted to know 
what had become of the supplies it 
had been sending out here, and the 
State has been trying to find out. Re- 
porte explaining the whole thing have 
been sent to Washington, and part of 
them have been approved. But until 
the reports are all accepted, and the 
slate officially cleaned, the State of 
KLansas is barred from getting any 
more military supplies from the Gov- 
ernment. 

Meantime there are no overcoats for 
the Kansas soldier boys. They must 
xhiver and wait for the red tape to be 
unwound.

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DIVORCEE-BRIDE 
IN A DILEMMA

Marries in One State While | 


Appeal Pends in Other 
and Is Arrested. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COUNCIL BLUFFS, Io., Dec. 9.—For 
the first time in Iowa the question has 
been raised of the validity of a mar- 
riage where one of the parties had ig- 
nored the statutory provisions connect- 
ed with a decree of divorce obtained in 
Nebraska, which prohibited either party 
trom remarrying within six months af- 
ter the divorce is granted. 

The cuse is a criminal prosecution 
against M. A. Sweney, under the lowa 
statutes, for “knowingly marrying tue 
wite of another,’ in which R. A. Bali 
is the complaining witness. Mrs. Bail 
secured a divorce from her husband 
in Omaha and in less than three months 
from ths time the decree was granted, 
after »roceedings had been instituted 
by R. A. Bail to have the divorce an- 
nulled, Mrs. Ball and Sweney came 
across to Council] Bluffs and were mar- 
ried. 

ine Supreme Court of Nebraska, in 
assing upon the prohibitive clause, has 
eld that, notwithstanding the decree, 
it is plainly the condition that the form- 
er relation continues until the legal im- 
pediment is removed. “‘Otherwise,’’ the 
decision recites, “if a woman is per- 
mitted to remarry and a reversal of the 
decree should occur within the legal 
period of appeal the anomalous bodsi- 
tion would be presented of a2 woman 
with two legal husbands, and polygamy 
sanctioned by law,’ 

It Is the contention of the prosecution 
- this case that the law of a State 
where a decree of divorce is granted, 
fixes the status of the parties not only 
in that State, but in every State where 
they may go, and that a divorced per- 
son, until that position becomes unalter- 
ably fixed, is to be considered and dealt 
with as though that decree had never 
been granted. 

On account of the lack of restrictions 
in the lowa marriage laws, many Ne- 
brasku people come into Council Bluffs 
to get married, while incapacitated un- 
der the Nebraska divorce laws. The 
temper of Ball and Sweney in the pres- 
ent suit indicates that the. question will 
eventually go to the lowa Supreme 
Court for adjudication as to the validity 
of the marriage of M. A. Sweney to Mrs, 
Ball, which will, {ncidenta} ly, have a 
very material bearing on a large num- 
ber of other marriages performed in 
Council Blulfs where the same general 
conditions applied.

NEW YORK,. Dec. 9—The Evéning 
Post in its weekly review of the mar- 
kets today says: 

Wall Street—It is difficult to draw anv 
satisfactory conclusions from today’s 
bank statement. The fact that a $1,- 
246,000 deficit in reserves was reported, 
as compared with a $2,565,000 surplus a 
week ago, would not of itself have 
caused any great surprise; it was rath- 
er generally expected. But it Is the 
way in which that deficit is incurred 
which causes inquiry. Estimates of the 
week's loss in cash, made up from yes- 
terday’s individual bank compilations, 
ranged from $3,000,000 to $6,000,000, near- 
ly all of them figuring it at less than 
$4,000,000. The bank statement reports a 
loss of $7,500,000. This can hardly be a 
mere matter of “averages,’’ for last 
week's statement reported a loss in 
cash greater by $1,500,000 than the ap- 
parent facts. It is this stated loss in 
cash which turns last week’s meager 
Surplus reserve into a deficit; for loans, 
in which an increase might have been 
expected as a result of the week's stock 
speculation, are declared to save de- 
creased $7,500,000. It is not going too 
fer to say that today’s statement will 
be regarded with much distrust; yet it 
must at the same time be admitted that 
the exhaustion of the surplus fairly re- 
fiects what observant people believe to 
be the true situation. 

To tell what occurred on the stock 
market of the day would be to describe 
the .whole present attitude of specula- 
tive Wall sireet. Not only was the de- 
ficit in bank reserves reported—which, 
of @ourse, foreshadows renewed strain 
on next week’s money markel—but the 
Secretary of the Treasury was report- 
ed as refusing definitely to give relief 
with the public funds. The response of 
the stock exchange to these two devel- 
opments was a violent rise in prices, 
which began when the bank statement 
figures were announced. Until the 
giatement’s publication, stocks had 
goved uncertainly, with a few such de-

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CATTLE SLOW ON 
HEAVY RECEIPTS 


Big Shipments in All Western 
Markets, Including 
St. Louis, 


The receipts of cattle at the six 
Western markets last week was heavy, 
approximating 220,000 head. This liberal 
run. has militated against the contin- 
uance of a steady tone and the general 
tendency of values has been lower. 

The St. Louis market had a run of 
22,100 head, nearly all of which were na- 
tives. Under the pressure trade began 
the week On an easier basis, and heavy 
cattle, which were not m much favor, 
sold 10 to 15 cents lower. Receipts con- 
tinued large throughout the week, the 
same slow tone was maintained on 
rough heavy cattle, with an additional 
decline of 10 cents Wednesday; bring- 
ing the market 20 to 25 cents lower. The 
trade has ruled on this basis practically 
to the close, very little of the strength 
lost belng regained. The top price of 
the week was $6.75, paid for a bunch of 
steers and heifers averaging 1333 
pounds. Another lot of steers, the tail 
ends of a lot of show cattle, sold at 
$6.40. They weighed 1681 pounds. 

The market on butcher cattle has not 
displayed much change of valusw, re- 
mainiug On a@ practically steady basis 
(hruughoutl the week, though vacillating 
between an easier and a firmer basis. 
The close of the week, nowever, found 
the general range of quotations un- 
changed. Choice heifers have sold up 
to $, and good heifers rrom $4 to $4.50.

Receipts of feeders have been moder- 
ate and the market has been slow and 
weak. As a ruie, the quality has been 
only fair and sales above $3.50 havo 
been few. One bunch weighing 960 
pounds sold at $4, and another lot 
weighing 1096 at $3.75, but outside of 
these the run of prices has been $2.90 to 
$3.50. Common stockers have sold down 
as low as $2.15.

CHIEF'S DEATH 


Belleville Official Killed on 
Duty Had Held Many 
Public Offices. 


LOSS MOURNED BY CITY 





Body Will Lie in State at City 
Hall for Two Hours 
Tuesday. 


The body of Judge Fred B. Phillips, 
Chief of the Belleville Fire Depart- 
ment, who died at St. Elizabeth’s Hos- 
Pital, Belleville, yesterday afternoon 
from injuries ,received in a collision 
between a hook and ladder truck and 
a Street car last Thursday, will lie 
in state in the City Hall at Belleville 
from 8 to 10 o'clock Tuesday morning, 
after which the funeral wiil be held 
to the Walnut Hill Cemetery under 
the auspices of the Masonic lodge. 

hen he died his mother, Mrs. 
Mary E. Howard of Mena, Ark, was 
at his bedside. 

The itnjury was caused by his being 
knocked from the truck and striking 
the graniteid pavement on the back 
of his head. Concussion of the brain 
resulted and he never regained con- 
sciousness except for one short inter- 
val. An operation performed Friday 
night was of no avail. 


Held Many Offices, 


Judge Phillips was born in New 
Madrid, Mo., 65 years ago, and located 
In Belleville in 1874. Four years’ 


Service as Justice of the Peace gave 
him the title of “Judge.” For several 
years he was engaged in the newspa- 
ber business. He was a member of 
the lilinois Legislature, being on the 
Democratic side. He was turnkey at 
the County Jail in 1900, when a jail 
delivery was effected by “Monk”. Bax- 
ter and several other prisoners, and 
in which Sheriff Herman Barnickol 
received the wound which caused his 
death a short time afterward. 

After serving as a special officer on 
the local ,olice force, he was appoint- 
ed Chief of the Fire Department to 
succeed Louls Klein. He was never 
married. Nearly every child in Belle- 
Ville knew him for his many kind- 
nesses to them, and all had a greeting 
for him when_he passed them on the 
Street. He jis survived by his mother 
and one brother, Richard Phillips of 
Seneca, Mo., who is now on a tour of 
the world. The flag on the City Hall 
is draped at half mast and the fire 
bells at all the engine houses were 
tolled for an hour after his death.

It is rather sad to con- 
template his retirement from active 
metibership in tae Eastern League, for 
he has stepped into the breach many ® 
time and with private resources has 
stopped many a gap that threatenéd to 
wreck the league.

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nadian Skipper Will 


Seek the North Pole hy 
the Northwestern Route 
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Jules Elzear Bernier Says He 
Will Find No Impassable 
Barrier of Ice Such as Men- 
aces Those Taking the East- 
ern Track. 


QUEBEC, Dec. 9.—By a route through 
the arctic regions never before attempt- 
ed by any white man, and indicated 
only by the wreckage of the iil-fated 
Jeannette of the disastrous Greely expe- 
dition, Capt. Jules Elzear Bernier will 
set out in search of the North Pole next 
spring. 

Capt. Bernier is a native of Quebec 
He hus made many voyages to the Arc- 
tie regions and for years has believed 
ne knew a route that would lead him to 
the Pole. He devoted himself to the 
subject and became convinced he knew 
exactly the cause of the failures of all 
explorers who had gone before. He in- 
vented new means of traveling on ice 
aud then sought the aid of the Canadian 
Government. 

Sir Clement Markham, president of the 
Royal Geographical Society, was influ- 
enced by his argument and gave sup- 
him. The Captain, however, 
still necds $50,000, but he feels certain 
of obtaining that sum in the course of 
the next few months. In discussing his 
plans, he said: 

“In the Polar Circle off the shores 
of Siberia the most frequent winds are 
from the east and southeast, thus car- 
rying the ice to the north and north- 
west, and drawing it against ‘the shores 
of Franz Josef's Land, Spitzbergen and 
Greenland. In the Polar Circle on the 
North American coast, on the contrary, 
the wind blows from the west and 
northwest, pushing the ice to the east 
and southeast on the shores of North 
Greenland and Grinnell Land, where it 
accumulates from year to year and 
forms those eternal masses, or ‘hum- 
mocks,’ which tower many feet above 
the moving ice. If we draw a line 
from Behring Strait to North Greenland 
we divide the Polar basin in two parts. 
The western part is formed of an im- 
mense block of ice bearing on the 
shore of North America, which forms 
an impassable barcier to the Pole. The 
eastern portion is formed by ice which 
has drifted trom the coast of Siberia 
and Behring Strait and pursued the 
fourse of the wind. When it ap- 
proaches the Pole it increases in thick- 
ness and volume in forming those hum- 
mocks that Nansen found to be W feet 
in height.”’ 

Capt. Bernier believes the Polar ba- 
sin is a frozen ocean over which his 
dogs and reindeer can make their way. 
He proposes to enter the Siberian side 
somewhere near the Lena or Bennet 
Island and proceed over the ice at the 
rate of about four miles a day. He

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The number of dolls who have not outlived their { 


first year has been appalling. Before the Doll 
Hospital was opened, it is reasonably certain 
that at least a hundred thousand dolls perished 
miserably in St, Louis between Christmas of one 
year and Christmas of the next. Now hundreds 
of them are being treated at the hospital and 
saved from even the worst doll diseases, 

Mrs. S. Penticost, matron of the Doll Hospital, 
who has charge of the reception room, believes 
that the genius of the founder of the hospita] 
has already found the way to restore all dolls 
to health. The way to make a well-behaved doll 
practically immortal seems to her to have been 
discovered at last. She gives al) the credit to 
Thomas Russel] Dennis, D. 8. (which stands for 
“Doll Surgeon”). 

As hospital matron, Mrs. Penticost has the 
highest admiration for the ability of Doctor 
Dennis. She has taken in dolls lately which 
seemed lost and ruined past alt hope of salvation. 
No doll exeept the worst ever reaches this stage. 

In a recent case, a doll had gone hopelessly 
wrong. Punishment did her no good. It made 
her worse, in fact. She started in the world with 
a wealth of golden hairy and a face of innocent 
beauty, which disguised her badness. After a 
short time it began to come out and punishment 
made her worse. She went on from bad to worse 
until she fell from the nursery on the second 
floor to the kitchen and from the kitchen to the 
coal shed. “No one would have picked her up 
out of the alley when she was brought in here,” 
said the matron. “And now Jook at her and see 
for yourself.” 

A single look was enough to show what ap- 
peared to be her complete and permanent resto- 
ration. The outcast of last week had been re- 
stored to her origina] state of health. Her nair 
Was once more golden and the face around which 
it curled in vinglets was once motg smiling and 
full of happiness. She seemed in every respect 
as good as when che first came into a world of 


doll troubles. You could never have guessed from 
seeing ber the dread{ul story. of her life.

to her quality. The better she was to begin with 
the more it costs to make her as good as new 
after she has become a total wreck. 

A doll with a, papier mache body and limbs and 
angora goxt’s wool for hair may go to pieces 
and be brought to the hospital a total wreck. Yet 
she can be operated on and made as good as she 
was at first without great expense. If she had 
a face with a sweet bisque smile and real hair 
curls, four inches long, before she went to the 
bad, however, it is much harder to cure her than 
it is a common doll. After the surgeon has oper- 
ated on her, the matron is obliged to work the 
better part of a day making her a new head of 
hair and getting it into curl.

“The Wireless Telegraph Now Sends It Wide 


and Far.”

ING out the Christmas bells again, “Glory to God in the highest and on earth 
peace, good will toward men.” The message uplifts to God’s glory. It sweet- 
eng and strengthens love to men.. The church has sounded it forth for 20 
centuries. And the world, coming alongside, joins hands with her and stops off its 
noise and greed and says it wants to be tender and generous and that it will never 

willingly let die the joy and peace and love of Christmas. 

Hearken! The message came first as by long distance telephone from God Him- 
self, through the chanting song of the angelic host over the Judean hillside. Then 
The wireless telegraph now sends it far and wide and even into utmost recesses 
that we sometimes thought dark and forbidding, ; 

It is a heaven-opening message. It is a heart-softening message. It is a world- 
Jewish shepherds of old were the first to hear it. 
Jews of the now and merciful Christians alike hear it and receive its divine uplift and 
its constraining love. All ye nations of the earth! All ye souls of men! Forget ye not

world. With such an assistance as this whereby 
civilization is always within 
sound of the voice—there is no savage wilderness 
that may not be penetrated with comparative 
safety. 

This little wave, starting from the lone opera- 
tor in his station in East St. Louis, grows on the 
imagination as one thinks of it even as it swells 
and grows in the air to which -it is delivered. 
When a wireless message is brought into exist- 
ence by the apparatus at a station it is given Off 
by numerous antenna wires. These messages 
travel in every direction. The action of a wireless 
message on the terrestrial atmosphere has been 
effectively compared to the movement of a bunch 
of jelly. When you touch the jelly it shakes. 
Notice that the jelly-body has been disturbed is 
conveyed almost instantaneously to every part 
and side. So it is with the transmission of a 
wireless message into the air. It spreads in 
every direction, the atmosphere-body quivering 
from center to circumference, the message arriy- 
ing simultaneously at equal points on all sides of 
the station from which it was transmitted, and, 


call—within the. 


to all intents and purposes, immediately upon 
being transmitted. f 

Stations “in tune” within a certain radius of 
the sending station will pick up the message 


‘immediately. Just how far away a station may 


be and still be within the territory of the sta- 
tion at East St. Louis is beyond the absolute 
knowledge of any human being. Even the ‘mas- 
ters of wireless sa do not know. They know 
how far they can transact a commercial business, 
guaranteeing continuous and effective service, 
but they have been startled to get something 
from out of a distance that is almost awe-in- 
spiring. 

East St. Louis has repeatedly picked up New 
York City direct, without the message having 
been relayed. During President Roosevelt's recent 
voyage up the coast after his visit to New Or- 
leans the Government operators at Fort Leaven- 
worth, on the plains of Kansas, caught # inéssage 
picked up by the Government navy stations and 
the De Forest stations at Washington, a distance 
of over 1000 miles im each instance.

LOUIS celebrates the 
first anniversary of the close 
of the “greatest of World’s 
Fairs” with all its colors fly- 
ing it has good reason to look 
forward to a Merry Christ- 
mas. The 12 months of the 
“World’s Fair year” at its 


Close Dec. 1, 1904, was the “banner year” in the 


city’s history. It is so no longer. Its record has 
been broken by the first 12 months following the 
close of the Fair’s gates. 

The weight of the World’s Columbian Exposi- 
tion almost crushed Chicago and it had a long 
period of depression after it. Philadelphia went 
through the same experience after the Centennial. 

St. Louis not only escapes reaction, but in the 


year following the close of a fair so much great- 


er than the others that the city’s energies ‘were 
taxed to their full extent, it goes straight on and 
raises the totals of its business higher than they 
have ever been in any 12 months of its previous 
bistory. 

‘Its continued increase in population is in evi. 
dence, not only in the population of 714,295 esti- 
mated as within the city limits in 1905, but in an 
increase of house building and of activity in rea! 
estate which put the first 12 months after the 
close of the Fair far beyond any previous 12 
months. 

Its general business activities, as shown by its 
bank clearings from Dec. 1, 1904, to Dec. 1, 1905. 
foot up a gain of more than $80,000,000 over the 
12 months for 1904. It has advanced ina all lines 
of manufactures, while it was establishing new 
lines, in some cases almost doubling the total out- 
put as compared with the totals reported in the 
census of 1900. Its general wholesale and jobbing 





trade report advances which often cause the con- 
servative to stare, although the averages bear 
them out. 

The activities of its retail trade are greater 
than in the World’s Fair year or any other year. 
It is still pushing municipal improvement at a 
rate attested by the books of the Street Depart- 
ment, which show 380 miles of new street improved 
in 1905. In spite of the great number of new 
streets it was necessary to open and improve in 
getting réady for the Fair, this lacks only a mile 
and a half of the total of 1904, while it is more 
than three times the total of 1902, the year be- 
fore the World’s Fair preparations actually began. 
The combined total mileage of new streets opened 
and improved in three years before beginning to 
prepare for the Fair was 42, or only two miles 

ove than the total mileage of the single 12 
x onths following the elosing of the Fair. 

This goes with home building, factory building 
and the erection of new business houses in the 
downtown districts, to illustrate the history of a 
3.month which surprises real estate experts as 
it dues other experts.

great and permanent factor of progress for the city 
at work in the rapid development of its trade terri- 
tory, especially remarkable at present in the South- 
west, which is going as far beyond its own previous 
records as St. Louis is doing. It is creating a de- 
mand on St. Louis as a market 
turing center, which seems to those most familiar 
with its general situation to be dragging the city 
into a progressive increase of energy to meet it. 

Mr. C. H. MeMillan of the Mercantile Trust Co. 
represents this view 1s it is held and expressei 
by many of the best-informed business men of 
the city. 

“The energies St. Louis has shown this year aie 
certainly beyond those of any previous year in 
activity and in results,” he said. “We are begir- 
ning the same era of rapid development through 
which Chicago passed, and for like reasons. It vas 
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the development of the great Northwestern terrt- 
tory back of it which made Chicago possible. Now, 
when that territory has gone through its period 
of most rapid expansion, the Southwest is having 
its turn and is giving St. Louis the support which 
means not only rapid, but steady growth. 

“The new factories and new business liouses 
which continue to open in St. Louis come here be- 
cause men with capital, who are looking for the 
market most easily reached from a central point, 
where they will be sure of an increasing demand, 
see that St. Louis, through its relations to the 
Southwest as part of its great area of crade terri- 
tory, gives them the opportunity they are looking 
for. This is part of the sufficient evidence that 
our increase in business above the maximum of 
“boom periods” in the past, is a development of 
permanent conditions. 

“We have sold more real estate this year, bui't 
more new houses and done more busincss of this 
kind than ever before. The World's Fair year was 
a period of unprecedented demand for houses, but 
the number of houses occupied and in use this year 
is greater than last year or any previous year. It 
is not a fact, as some have said, that rents for 
homes and flats are higher, but as a whole, St. 
Louis real estate gives a better return on invest- 
ment because of the increased demand for fac- 
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‘tories, for wholesale houses, and for retail stores, 
which are increasing with population and the in- 
crease in genera] business. 

“We are having a greater number of inquiries 
for sites and stores from out of town concerns 
than in any previous year. As part of an increase 
in business which I should judge is not far from 
20 per cent, the greater activities shown im renl 
estate and other lines which are breaking records, 
belong to a period not of mere speculation, but 
of prudent and conservative investment, w bich 
looks intelligently to the future of the city and 
the country to which it belongs. The greatest and 
most cautious financiers of the country are demon- 
strating the same confidence in St. Louis as those 
who are coming to the city feel in it as a point 
for manufacturing and supplying the increasing 
demand resulting from the rapid increase in the 
growth of the Southwest.” 

As a general statement of the conditions of the 
year, Mr. McMillan’s review is shown to he con- 
servative by the statistics of the Clearing House, 
the Merchants’ Exchange, the Real Estate Ex- 
change, the City Hall, the Business Men’s League, 
the Federal Manufacturing Census of .905 anu by 
a special canvass of the city’s leading wholesale 
interests. 

In preparing this anniversary review of the 12 
months since the close of the Fair gates, the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch has minimized the necessity for 
estimates by securing official figures covering 
nearly every important point for the whole of the 
period except the closing 14 days. These were 
added on the year’s averages as shown in the 
monthly reports. In the case of figures from Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, the first six months of the year 
1905 were fully covered in tonnage reports of re-

celpts and shipments, which for the later period 
will not be summarized until January. The growt) 
of receipts and shipments for the first six months 
is shown by the whole body of official statistic- 
to be only a starting point for the increase of new 
enterprizes. 

With an estimated tonnage gain of 3,861,440 
tons in the first year after the Fair over the year 
immediately preceding it, the St. Louis total man- 
ufactures for 1905 rises to $267,027,314, as shown 
by the Federal census this year, a gain of $73, 
337,719, or 38 per cent, over the total reported by 
the census five years ago. This average rate of 
over 7 per cent a year gain in the output of all 
manufacturing, represents manufactures long es- 
tablished, in which even five years ago 8t. Louis 
led the country. The real growth of the recent 
past is shown in- new lines, as in the manufacture 
of boots and shoes, where the increase is over 100 
ner cent ($19,101.166 this year, against $8 286,156 
five years ago). 

In general business, including the marketing of 
our manufactured goods as well as those we handle 
in the wholesale trade for other manufacturing 
points, the situation is parallel throughout with 
that shown by the returns from the Merchants’ 
Exchange and the Census Bureau at Washington 
in its reports on St. Louis manufactures for 1905. 

The figures of the mercantile agency and other 
experts indicate a general advance of 10 per cent 
for the first 12 months after the Fair over the 
World’s Fair year itself. This general percent- 


which have already reached their highest growth in 
past years. It shows that where reaction might 
have been expected in nearly all lines, there has 
been advance instead for the business of the city 
as a whole. It is out of the question to expect 
that in a hundred given enterprises representing 
all lines of trade, all will show the same progress.

If these figures of net gain are looked at closely 
they may surprise even those who know most of 
the way the city is growing. With the gain over 
last year to begin on, the rate of gain of 1905 over 
1903 is over four times as great. When we come 
to the gain of 1905 over 1900, we get once more 
almost the same multiplication by four. The gain 
in clearings this year over five years ago is the 
staggering one of over a thousand million dollars. 

When the amount of monev circulating in the 
city in transactions large to be done 
through its banks has almost doubled in five years. 
the increase involves not only the great extension 
of trade, but local development shown in the rap d- 
ity with which the city has spread over new areas. 

The increase in the amount of money handled in 
city real estate business, supports the figures of 
the Clearing [louse and goes beyond 
them. -For the 12 months since the close of the 
Fair the total rises to $74,639,070, against $42,- 
289,250 for 1904. 

This has resulted in all the symptoms of a 
“boom” and some may have feared that it was 
“speculative.” It was a movement to improve 
the city, not to speculate in holdings or options. 
This is shown by the extent of the building move- 
ment, whose rate of increase this year over the 
World’s Fair year is as marked as the rate of real 
estate investment. 

In 1904 we had $14,075,794 invested in new St.

F Thomas A. Edison referred to the Ameri- 
ican Indians when he said that people were 
eating themselves to death, he could find 

plenty of corroboration of his theory on the reser- 
vations. Overeating is doing more to bring about 
the extinction of the Sioux and Yankton Indians 
than race suicide, fire water and all the diseases 
which haunt the wigwam of the red man. 

The great tribe of Sioux Indians is disappearing. 
The members, it is declared, are literally eating 
themselves to death on account of the plenty 
about them. 

With the new railroad being built through the 
White River Valley the Indians will be enabled to 
secure supplies with greater ease. They are like- 
ly to become greater feeders than they are now, 
and thus to hasten the time of their disappear- 
ance from the reservations in South Dakota. 

If corroborative evidence was not easily ob- 
tained, it would scarcely be accepted as true that 
in the course of a night of feasting, dancing and 
story telling the average Indian will consume 
from ten to fifteen pounds of ineat, and if he has 
an abundance of food and can make his own ge- 
lection of the parts to be eaten, he will swallow

pounds of meat in a single night. 

Carloads of canned meats are consumed by the 
overfed Sioux Indians, and some canned foods 
have become almost as sacred a dish with the red 
men as the fat dog stew of,old, for which the 
Sioux tribe is famous. Among the varieties of 
canned goods eaten to excess, the oyster holds 
first place. A hungry Indian will eat half a 
dozen cans and drink the liquor. 

Besides the harm done by eating excessive 
amounts of food, the fact that it is not properly 
prepared makes it the more injurious. There is 
no variety|or style about Sioux Indian cookery, 
no French methods, no necessity for titillating ap- 
petites already overkeen. 

A pot full of meat and water is put on the fire 
by the squaw and allowed to heat, but there is 
no definite time for the meal to cook and no point 
in the cooking process when it is done. The din- 
ner is ready whenever her lord comes in and 
grunts about being hungry. 

lf the Indian is especially hungry he may be- 
gin on the contents of the kettle by the time the 
meat is fairly warm. There is never any fault- 


finding about the way in which the food is pre- 
pared, and whether it is half raw or done to 
rags, no objection is made by the head of the fam- 
fly. 

The Indians know the choicest tidbits of every 
animal and how to cook them. The hunt at this 
time of the year gives the Sioux Indian the fullest 
enjoyment of his appetite, and during the next 
three months the average buck will devour 
enouzh meat to satisfy four ordinary men. 


Condiments are ‘in great demand by the In- 
dians, and the Sioux Indians probably consume 
more black and red pepper per capita than any 
other people in the United States. Their former 
favorite condiment was the gall of an elk. 

The Sioux Indians are responsible for the rep- 
utation which nearly all tribes have of eating dog 
meat, but there are few other tribes which ever 
served dog meat, even at the feast of important 
ceremonies. The Cheyennes, Shoshones and Arap- 
ahoes never touch dog meat.

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the Indian girls, Ten times as much wheat flour 
is used by the Sionx today as 15 years ago. It is 
said by the agents that, where cereals and wheat 
flour are used by the Indians, there is some hope 
of civilizing them and curmg them of gluttony. 


At the schools, among the first things in their 
course, the girls are taught to make bread. But! 
these lessons have not reached the wigwams on 
the reservations to any marked degree. The In- 
dian cares little for wheat bread anyway. Cereals 
don’t interest him. The reservations west of here 
are places at least where patent breakfast foods 
are not fashionable. 

Ten months in the year the Sioux Indian pre- 
fers meat and the average meal consists of cof- 
fee, meat, beans, dried fruits and corn syrup. The 
last dish is a great favorite with the Indians. 

At some time in the past the New Englanders 
traded beans for furs or wampum, and since that 
day the navy bean has been a favorite dish with 
the red man. They prefer it in soup, and as beans

IBLICAL students throughout 
the world have been much 
interested in a remarkable 
booklet called “As Others 
Saw Him,” which presents 
the Hebrew view of Christ 
in. an altogether new light 
and copies of which have 

It is by Joseph Jacobs, a dis- 

tinguished scholar, at one time President of the 

Jewish Historical Society of -—England. It pre- 

tends to be a letter written a quarter of a cen- 

tury after the Crucifixion to one Aglaophonos by 

Meshullam ben Zadok, a member of the Sanhed- 

rim which condemned the Savior. In the form in 

which it originally appeared, without the name of 
the author, this might easily have imposed upon 


the ignorant or impressed scholars as one of the 4 


numerous forgeries of this character which have 
appeared. But now it is issued frankly as a work 
of fiction with introduction and footnotes by Mr. 
Jacobs. i 

In these he makes the remarkable assertion that 
much of the book’s information is based upon 
“new discoveries” concerning the Savior, without 


_ specifying what the discoveries have been. He 


emphasizes the statement that the teachings of 
Christ were derived from a work existing in his 
day called “The Two Ways,” being a compilation 
of the philosophy of Rabbi Hillel, who is stzted 
to have preceded the Savior by half a century. The 
merits of this claim are fully discussed by Dr. 
Charles Souvay of St. Louis on this page. 

Mr. Jacobs, in his introduction, remarks that 
“It is idle to deny the substantial reality of the 
Gospel,” and the incidents in the story told by 
Meshullam are drawn from the Four Evangelists. 


“On the other hand.” says Mr. Jacobs, “it is 


. difficult for Christians to understand how little 


novelty to Jews there is in notes struck by Jesus 
--the fatherhood of God, the spiritual excellence 
of poverty and the like. Again and again his 
gnomes recall sayings of the contemporary rabbis 
and the most recent discoveries have made it 
probable that the whole foundation of his ethical! 
system was based on the Jewish “Two Ways’ or 
catechism of the time.” 

The story is written with a romantic power 
which elevates it far above the realm of the con- 
troversial tract and makes the author’s appeal in- 
He makes use of all the 
weapons put in his hands by the modern Chris- 
tian critics (Hooykaas, Kuenen and others of the 
analytic Dutch school), but dwells longest on 
the contention that Jesus adapted his sayings 
from the rabbinical] literature then extant. 


When you have read the story of Meshullam, 
the words of Agrippa to Paul will occur with ap- 
pealing force to your mind: “Almost thou per- 
suadest me to be a Christian.” Almost the Naza- 
rene persuaded the ritual enwrapped scribe to be- 
come His follower and almost the message of that 
lowly yoke-maker and yoke-bearer has conquered 
the scribe reincarnated as the learned Jacobs. 


Meshullam’s first view of Jesus is in the Temple,

= first thought is that Jesus is a Pharisee, as that 


séct opposed the Sadducees who then controlled 
the Temple, on that issue. Yet * * * “his 
phylacteries were not broader than my own and 
he bore no especial marks of piety.” He notes 
Jesus’ eyes, in which he detects the fire, the hght 
of prophecy, which marks him as one of the Nabi, 
or gifted ones, who, without special ordination, 
were accepted by the people as teachers of the 
law, in spite of lack of caste or even of honorable 
birth. He learns much concerning this strange 
man thus dramatically introduced to his notice 
and to Jerusalem, but sees him no more for a 
year. 

The next occasion is in the Synagogue of the 
Galileans, whence curiosity drew Meshullam.

MANY Christians the question “Was the doctrine of Jesus new?” may sound im- 


0 
proper, for it tends to efface the halo with which all believers encircle the head of the 


Lord. It must be answered, however, for it haunts the mind of every reader of the 
Gospel acquainted with Jewish literary productions of the early Christian ages, and has now 
been brought before the public by such books as J. Jacobs’ “As Others Saw Hit.” 


We have been aceustomed from childhood to admire the simple form of Jesus’ teachings, 
so full of grandeur and so well suited to his ignorant listeners; and we read that the sages of 
Israel used to convey their doctrines to the minds of their pupils through the same means, 
to-wit: Aphorisms and parables. Many of Christ’s precepts and counsels are couched in 
the Mishnah, the earlier part of the Talmud, wherein they are attributed to the rabbis of 
old. Even the Lord’s prayer, one of the brightest gems of the Christian treasure, we may 
hear on the lips of pious Israelites reciting the Kadish. Nor is this all. For we possess. 
under the title of “The Twelve Apostles’ Teachings,” the catechism of the infant Christian 
Church. This booklet happens to be, for the most part, a manual for the use of the Jewish 
proselytes, an unimpeachable evidence that the first churches were unaware of any difference 
between the doctrines of the Schools of Israel and the teachings of their Master. Was not 
Jesus indeed a disciple (in the broad sense of the word) of Rabbi Hillel? Thus stands the 
terms of the problem. 


It would be rash to assert that all the statements made by the Lord were altogether 
new. We read in the Gospels savings, proverbs, doctrinal and moral assertions which were 
more or less current throughout the pious circles of ‘Palestine in the first century. Of this a 
mere glance over the Jewish literature (1 do not speak here, of course, of books written or 
interpolated under a Christian influence) gives a sufficient evidence. True, some doctors of 
the law, who lived, one does not know when, may have taught after the familiar manner of 
Jesus, in plain and simple addresses, illustrating the truth by parable. But, besides that, 
we have grounds to doubt whether they were not imitators; we know that such a manner of 
‘eaching was not customary among the “rabbis, and of this the crowds of listeners who flocked 
around Jesus bear an eloquent witness. (Matt. 7:29; Mark, 1:22; Luke, 4:32, ete.) 

The same may be said of the doctrines. We may search throughout the Gospels: there 
is no trace in them of the petty questions, of the silly cases of conscience which form the 
bulk of both Talmuds. The law—not in its spiritual, but its material part, and this ex- 
plained, or rather dulled, by numberless minute traditions, which, in the course of time, had 
grown so much as to stifle it—-such was the subject matter of the daily scholastic discussions 
of the Scribes. Doubtless, amidst their endless argumentations, aiming at a standard of mere 
legal cleanliness, some doctors chanced to drop beautiful maxims of the highest value and 
expressing tie purest ideals. But these were but exceptional flashes, whereas they form the 
very warp and woof of the evangelical teachings. 


Moreover, how many times do we read in the Gospels the impressions made by Jesus ov 





his listeners, common people and scribes alike? Sometimes, agreeably pleased by his doc-

that the soundness and the sublime moral standard of Jesus’ doctrine contrasted as much 








with the ordinary meanness of that of the rabbis as his divine broadmindedness with their 





mediocrity. 





And Hillel, thé great Hillel, in spite of the beautiful sayings attributed to him by the 
Talmud, is no exception. Uneven and without firm principles, he wavered from an inconceiva- 
ble peevishness to a Jaxism really immoral. “Charity begets peace among men.” “Be a man, 
where men are wanting,” do we read among other valuable maxims of Hillel, quoted in the 
Talmud treatise Pirke Aboth. But the same forbade to eat an egg laid on a feast day, on the 
plea that the eve thereof being possibly a Sabbath, the hen having to form the egg hail 
broken the Sabbath rest (tr. Besah), while, on the other hand, he held that should a woman 
fail to prepare a dainty dish, or let the roast burn, her husband would be thereby en- 
titled to repudiate her (tr. Gittin, 9:10). Furthermore, what are the Talmuds, whereby we 
know the teachings of the doctors? A compilation made without much criticism, at a date 
when the Chri.tian doctrine was widely spread. Many a rabbi whose sayings are enshrined 
in the Talmuds, had certainly read the books of the Nazarites (Christians), was acquainted 
with their precepts and did not shrink from adopting some of their maxims. 

The differences between Jesus’ teachings and the doctrines of the rabbis were soon to be- 
come more and more evident, as the Church withdrew from her Jewish cradle. In point of 
fact, she borrowed from an Israelite writing the first six chapters (the “Two Ways”) of her 
catechism, “The Twelve Apostles’ Teachings.” We need not wonder at this. With the com- 
ing of the Messiah, the ceremonial part of the Mosaic law was destined to decay; but its 
moral precepts being founded on man’s nature and relation to God, are bound to last as long 
as man himself. Moreover the Manual of the Proselytes adopted by the Church was by her 
duly completed and made thoroughly Christian. 

In conclusion, the doctrine of Christ was novel, and in part upset the old tenets. I shall 
add a remark. The canonical Gospels largely suffice to give a fair idea of Jesus; anyway, it is 
as rash as against the rules of art to seek one’s documents, even for an “historical novel,” in 
writings as unreliable as the Apoeryphal Gosp els. Still less can it be admitted that for the 
sake of a few unbecoming plays on words, heed be taken of base calumnies originated in the 
second or third century, and on which I deem it improper to insist.

the Messiah had heen seen and others reminded 
them that “Three things came unexpectedly, a 
scorpion, a treasure trove and the Messiah,” while 
others said: “Perchance this is not the Messiah 
ben David, but the Messiah ben Joseph, who shall 
be slain before the other cometh.” 

At the time of Christ’s entry into Jerusalem for 
the Passover, Meshullam was apparently nearest 
to accepting Him as the Messiah. The story of 
this period is graphically told, as it has been oft 
before—the insurrection of Jesus Bar Abbas, its 
failure, the seething of the people, convinced that 
in Jesus of Nazareth was the leader who should 
lift the yoke of Roman exactions from their necks. 

They see Him turning the corner of the Jericho 
road near En Rogel. 

“It is Jesus, it is Jesus!” all cried. 
to meet him.” 

And “all but the Jame rushed forward; I with 
them.” 

But this Messiah rode an ass, and though they 
shouted, spreading palms before him in the road- 
way, though they acclaimed him, his head was 
bowed and his whole figure indicated sorrow. 

Soon after the people knew that they had mis- 
understood Christ and fell away from him even as 
Meshullam did. If He were not to free them tem- 
porally they would cling to the old religion. 

Meshullam, dominated by Hanan, votes for 
‘Jesus’ death, describes His trial and execution and 
concludes his narrative with a wail of sorrow to 


“Let us 


hemlock?’ For he was as much the ideal of 
Hellenes as Jesus of Jews. Every Hellene would 
be eloquent and reasoriable, and that was Socra- 
tes. Every Jew would be wise and good and pious, 
and that was Jesus. Yet each of these men, if | 
read their names aright, died the death of a crim- 
inal, because he cared noi for that which his fel- 
low countrymen cared for most. Socrates died be- 
cause he would force his countrymen to examine 
by their reason the ideas and ideals which they al! 
accepted. Jesus died for the same reason, but also 
for another—for that he cared naught for our na- 
tional hopes. We were all panting for national 
freedom; he would have naught of it. Whether it 
was that he felt in some sort to be not of our na- 
tion, I know not; but in all his teachings he dealt 
with us as men, not as Jews. It i# this, I can 
see, that has attracted thee to His doctrine, 
whereas thou wert always scornful of our Jewish 
pretensions, as thou callest them. 

“Yet herein again was He at one with the best 
theught with our sages. Our God is God of all, 
and His law shall be the law of all. If we yearn 
for the universal realm of the Messiah, it is as 
much for the sake of the world as for ourselves. 
But methinks I see in the thoughts of this Jesus 
an idea quite other than ours as to what the 
Anointed One shall be and shall do. We hope for 
Him as @ deliverer and a conqueror, with force of 
arms, by God’s aid. Now, Jesus seemed not to 
think of the Anointed One in any way like this. 


His mind seemed to te filled rather with the pic-. 


OW 1 will tell thee of a most strange event that happened to me 
and this Jesus. A day or two after this. | was sitting in my 
room and studying the words of Torah. and had fallen into deep 

thought on the things of this life and the next, and gradually I fell 
thinking of certain words that I heard from Jesus the Nazarene, as J 
have before told you. Hast thou ever felt, Aglaophonos, as if some one 
was gazing upon thee, and thou couldst not refrain from looking round 
to see who it was? So I felt at this moment, and I looked up from 
the sacred scroll, and lo! Jesus the Nazarene stood befor: me, gazing 
upon me with those piercing eyes I can never forget. His face was 
pale and indistinct, but the eyes shone forth as if with tenderness 
and pity. Then he seemed to lean forward and spoke to me in a low 
yet piercing voice these words: 

“Awake thou that sleepest, and arise from the dead, and the 
Christ shall shine upon thee.” 

I had shrunk back from his gaze and was, indeed, in all amaze and 
wonder that he should be in the room; but when I looked again, be- 
hold, he was gone. There was no man there. 

But this is not al] the wonder of that event, for, being startled, 
and, indeed, somewhat fearful at his sudden appearance and disappear- 
ance, I arose and went out into the highway, and went out to walk on 
the Gethsemane road. Now, as I came clear of the city, I saw a group 
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of men coming down the opposite hill, and when they came near, behold, 
it was Jesus and some of his friends. 1 was astonished and surprised 
bevond all measure, for how could Jesus have just been with me, and be 
now coming from Gethsemane? And when they were passing me, Jesus 
glanced at me very slightly, as at a stranger—he that had spoken to my 
soul but a few minutes since. 

Now, after they had passed me, there came one running after them 
whom I knew—one Meshullam Ben Hancoch—and I stopped him and 
asked him whither he was going, and he said: ‘Stay me not. I have 
run all the way from Bethany to catch up that man thou seest there, 
Jesus the Nazarene.” And with that he took up his running and 
eft me. 

I knew not what to think. I had seen and heard Jesus in my own 
house in Jerusalem, and Jo! at that very game time, as I now learned, 
he had been at Bethany. What thinkest thou, Agloaphonos, can a 
man be two places a} one and the same time? Or can it be that the 
mind of the man andthe power of his eye can go from his body and create 
a vision of another man that hath all the resemblance of reality? I 
knew not what to think. But I have heard that, even after his death, 
those who were nearest and dearest to him saw him and heard him 
even as I did. Nor do I wonder at this, after what has occurred to

phet Esaias. Thou knowest the passage, Aglao- 
phonos; I remember thy laughter when I first read 
it thee, that men could look forward to contempt 
and hatred as a good. Truly, the idea is far dif- 
ferent from the saying of the Barbarian: "Woe 
to the conquered!’ And surely to us all, Jew and 
Gentile, Greek and barbarian, the greatest of all 
joy is this: to worst an evil foe in fair fight. 
But to Esaias the prophet, and to Jesus the Naza- 
rene after him, the higher victory is with him that 
is worsted in the battle of life. That will come as 
good tidings to nine out of every ten men. 
“Therefore, if Jesus thought of himself as the 
Anointed One, it was as being anointed with 
the woes of the vanquished, with the sweat and 
the blood of the lowiy and despised. Now I know 
why he seemed so sad when he was greeted at 
Jerusalem as a victor. He had spent his life in 
trying to impress a new ideal upon his people, 
and they had welcomed him only as the fulfilment 
of the old ideal sthich he desired to replace. None 
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of thy poets have given a drama with more of 
irenics in‘it than this. 

“Yet why did He remain silent before us as to 
these ideas of His? If, indeed, these were His 
ideas; for even with the new light given by the 
Hebrew Memorabilia, I can see his thought but 
dimly. Why spake He not His own thought to 
the people in Jerusalem, and tell us no longer 
to hope for wordly dominion as the best means for

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silence before us, and, by thus keeping silence, 
share in pronouncing judgment upon Thyself? We 
have slain Thee as the Hellenes have slain their
